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Town feels jilted by 
recreation funding

A their town council meeting, 
councillors expressed their frus¬ 
tration with the way the County 
of Mountain View distributes the 
money they collect for recrea¬ 
tion. 

"This is the most ludicrous 
thing I've seen in all my time on 
council," said Coun. Vance van 
Dam. 

He is referring to a coopera¬ 
tive study recently completed 
that outlines how each munici¬ 
pality in the county is receiving 
dollars to subsidize the use of 
municipal recreation facilities 
used by rural residents. 

The problem according to 
council is that they feel it is just 
not fair the way the money is 
being divided up. 

Didsbury and Olds have the 
highest operating and capital 
costs for recreational facilities in 
the county. Didsbury's facilities 
cost the taxpayer $44.73 per 
capita and Olds costs $30.13 per 
capita. 

The county collects 0.20 mills, 
or $243,000 each year in rural 
tax payer dollars to be paid out to 
the communities that have fa¬ 
cilities that are available for use 
by rural residents. 

The town feels that the 
amount of use of local facilities 
by rural residents is not being 
adequately covered by the county 
coffers, while Sundre and 
Cremona are receiving grants 
that are higher than their actual 
operating costs. 

In addition to the high rural 
usage, the county changed their 
formula for funding in 1995, 
which has resulted in a $16,000 
in grant loss over three years for 
Didsbury. 

This essentially means, ac¬ 
cording to town chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, Evan Parliament, 
that the taxpayers of the town 
are covering the cost of the pool 
through their taxes and admis¬ 
sion charges, more than the 


county residents although the 
facility is equally used by both. 
Some councillors suggested this 
was like the town subsidizing the 
rural, especially if urban taxes 
have to increase to make up for 
the loss of recreation dollars from 
the county. 

Coun. van Dam said, "This 
makes me feel like a second class 
citizen in my own town." 

This realization brought for¬ 
ward many topics for discussion 
among council. 

"We could explore the option 
of a two tiered system," said Coun. 
Gayle Veno suggesting that it 
may be necessary in future to 
charge county residents more to 
use facilities like the swimming 
pool in the Memorial Complex. 

Coun. Gary Dolha said he felt 
it may eventually become a real¬ 
ity that the town would have to 
cut back on the programs and 
facilities offered. He said he felt 
the bottom line was, "Can we 
afford to run the facilities that 
we have with the income we are 
getting?... I see nothing wrong 
with coming up with a plan to see 
what can be scaled back to meet 
the financial ability of this com¬ 
munity." 

Other councillors agreed that 
it may come to something as se¬ 
vere as cutbacks of services, how¬ 
ever said all that can be done, 
should be done, to avoid that 
scenario. 

Coun. van Dam said, "That 
(the recreational facilities) is one 
of the major selling points of this 
community, we can't just shut 
things down." 

Councillors suggested that 
administration request an infor¬ 
mal meeting with the County of 
Mountain View to express their 
concerns about the funding for¬ 
mula and suggest a more equita¬ 
ble distribution. 

We need to at least lay it on 
the table," said Mayor Ray Lea. 

Another suggestion was to ask 
Municipal Affairs to step in and

correct what the town feels to be 
an inequity. However, Parlia¬ 
ment explained that it is out of 
their jurisdiction, the county col¬ 
lects the money it is their deci¬ 
sion how it is distributed. 

We can lobby, we can scream 
and shout, but we can't walk into 
their office and say, you shall,"' 
said Parliament. 

Harold Johnsrude, county com¬ 
missioner, says he recognizes the 
fact that the Didsbury council may 


feel jilted by the formula, however 
it is based on a formula that was 
established in 1995. 

We knew back in 1995 that 
Didsbury would be concerned be¬ 
cause they would see a decrease," 
said Johnsrude in an interview. 
He further explains that the big 
drop in recreation grants to Dids¬ 
bury has to do with the way the 
assessment of property within 
each jurisdiction was factored into 
the distribution. He explains that 


the local Gas Plant used to be 
factored into the equation, how¬ 
ever county council changed that 
last year and divides that money 
equally among all towns. 

Johnsrude says the formula is 
unlikely to change but it will even¬ 
tually come up for review, at 
which time the council will hear 
suggestions from the towns of 
Olds and Didsbury to divide the 
money based on a per capita in¬ 
stead of property values.

Fire not as severe

A fire near Crossfield has 
been blown out of proportion 
says Airdrie police. 

Last week, news reports in¬ 
dicated that the Money's Mush¬ 
rooms plant near Crossfield had 
burnt to the ground. In fact, 
Sgt. Bill Marlow, says it was a 
fertilizer quonset that burnt near 
Crossfield, and the actual plant 
operation is located in Airdrie. 

"The plant is still going fine," 
says Marlow. 

He clarifies that the quonset 
that burnt at 1:30 a.m. Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 26, was only used as 


a compost facility and no pro¬ 
duction of mushrooms came out 
of that building. 

The dollar value of the items 
lost to the company has not yet 
been tallied, however what was 
lost was a backhoe and a com¬ 
post mixing machine. The two 
employees who worked at the 
plant have lost their job, how¬ 
ever, production continues, says 
Marlow. 

Nothing serious, he insists. 

"Of course, it is still severe to 
Money's Mushrooms, because 
they lost a building," he says.

County goes shopping

Shopping spree 

County council unanimously 
agreed to purchase two new 
graders at a cost of $439,017 
each. They have also agreed 
that the Public works depart¬ 
ment purchase a gravel truck at 
$73,314 and a Tiger Boom 
Mower for $26,757. Also to be 
purchased for that department 
are three new trucks at a total 
cost of $93,288. 


FCSS funding approved 

The county has doled out its 
total Family and Community 
Support Services budget. They 
unanimously voted to carry out 
the recommendations of the 
board, including one concern¬ 
ing the Family Violence and 
Prevention Services program. 
FVPS will only receive the first 
quarter of their total grant, until 
they provide further informa¬ 
tion to the board regarding 
where the money from the sale 
of their safe house went, and 
why so much of their budget is 
spent on administration costs. 
The council has also stipulated 
that the money given to FVPS, 
not be used to fund a Red Deer 
emergency crisis line because 
they felt it was not a service 


being used by county residents. 

Reeve Pat James said he no¬ 
ticed that each individual pro¬ 
gram that applied for FCSS 
funding had their own adminis¬ 
tration costs. He suggested that 
there be one consolidated ad¬ 
ministration so there would be 
more money left over for the 
programs. 


Permission granted 

The council made a motion to 
grant permission for Coun. Jack 
Peck to be absent for the next 
few meetings due to other busi¬ 
ness he must attend to. 


Agriculture Appreciation 

Council granted administra¬ 
tion to continue in plans for 
holding an Agricultural Appre¬ 
ciation Night. 


Transportation grants 

Transportation grants for 
each community in the county 
were approved at the council 
meeting last week. The local re¬ 
cipients of grants were Moun¬ 
tain View Health Care who re¬ 
ceived $1500. The Five-0 Club 
received $2500. Reeve Pat James 
said, "We tried to treat each com¬ 
munity in an equitable fashion."

ture of libraries and Parkland 
allows for a closer relationship 
that when the school board rep¬ 
resented the whole area. 

"Because every community has 
a representative, we all get first 
hand information," says Derksen. 
He believes the one-on-one rela¬ 
tionship will result in better serv¬ 
ices to library users through di¬ 
rect representation. 

The needs of each municipal¬ 
ity may be a just a little bit 
different... with the new set up 
we can answer that," he says. 

The County of Mountain View 
was actually one of the last 
municipalities to join Parkland 
due some debate about the ac¬ 
tual use of the library by the 
county residents. Just before 
deadline to join the system, the 
county agreed.

In all, Parkland has signed 
contracts for service with 47 
municipalities.

Parkland Regional Library 
Service has completed its re¬ 
structuring and met for the first 
time with the new contract hold¬ 
ers, which includes all the local 
municipalities. 

"I thought the meeting went 
very well. There was a reed spirit 
of cooperation," says Didsbury's 
representative on the Parkland 
board, Inez Kosinski. 

Parkland Regional Library 
Service is a central facility that 
provides services such as book 
allotments, cataloguing, com¬ 
puter networks and support 
services. 

The library service went 
through a time when it was sure 
it would survive. The school 
board, who used to pay for the 


majority of libraries in a town, 
including municipal libraries, 
decided it should not be in the 
business of providing a service 
to anyone but its students, and 
cancelled their relationship with 
Parkland. The school board also 
gave each individual school the 
money for libraries and gave 
them the chance to search out 
which service they chose to deal 
with. 

That left municipalities 
scrambling to find an alterna¬ 
tive that was not only a good 
service but, also inexpensive. 
Parkland had to redesign its 
services to deal with clientele 
who were smaller. 

Dave Derksen, the County of 
Mountain View representative, 
said he believes the new struc-

After a few months of remain¬ 
ing stagnant, the Victim Serv¬ 
ices Program is back on its feet 
and looking for more volunteers. 

In early April of last year, 
Didsbury chose to join forces 
with Sundre and Olds to provide 
a Victim Services in this commu¬ 
nity. However due to some mis¬ 
understandings on the board, 
had not become active. 

Const. Morley Lippai the liai¬ 
son from the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment has announced that after 
some restructuring, including a 
name change to Chinook Arch 
Victim Services, the group is 
ready to start taking cases again. 

There are currently about nine 
volunteers from the three towns 
participating in the advocate role, 
but Lippai said more are needed 
to keep the program running. 

"We could use another four or 
five advocates for the Sundre, 
Didsbury and Olds area," says 
Lippai. He has actively been seek¬ 
ing volunteers through presen¬ 
tations to community groups. 

The role of a Victim Services 
advocate is extremely important 


according to Lippai because it 
helps a victim or a crime or a 
crisis that may need a shoulder 
to lean on. 

He says, "We have gone 
through so many situations 
where we (the RCMP investiga¬ 
tors) always seem to abandon 
the victim and now we have some 
people that can offer them some 
comfort." 

Lippai explains that the vol¬ 
unteers play a major role in the 
recovery of victims of crime, fam¬ 
ily violence, sexual assault, or 
even the family members whose 
loved one has died in an accident. 

"Technically, the advocates 
are a referral mechanism," says 
Lippai. The volunteers are pre¬ 
pared with a list of services that 
can be accessed by the victim to 
help them overcome a particular 
situation. 

When the local police are called 
out to a situation where they 
believe a Victim Services Advo¬ 
cate may be required, they call a 
volunteer who is on call for one 
week at a time, 24 hours per day 
on rotation. 

The RCMP attend to the scene, 


It's garbage 

Town council will be receiving a proposal at their next meeting 
from the town engineer that the garbage collection fees be in¬ 
creased by $1.50 per single family residence to $7.90 per household, 
and that it be raised $3 for those using community bins in multi¬ 
family dwellings. 

Didsbury currently has almost the lowest garbage collection 
fees charged in the area. Other rates goes as high as $15 in 
Crossfield and as low as $6 in Carstairs. Didsbuiy charges $6.40 
per household. The by-law will come to council at their next 
meeting for review. 


No bike license required 

The council decided to repeal a by-law that had previously 
required people who ride bikes in town to have them licensed at a 
fee of $2. The reason the by-law was dropped was because it was 
much too difficult to enforce and only about 30 bikes were being 
licensed each year. Wes Yeoman, town engineer, said the licensing 
system was costing more to administer than it was receiving. He 
still suggests that residents write down their serial number 
themselves to have in case their bicycle is ever stolen, which had 
previously been part of the rationalization for the original licens¬ 
ing process.

CWB Act ts changing

When it resumes next week, 
one of the first items of business 
in the House of Commons will be 
to continue debate on Bill C-4, 
the Act which will amend the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act. The 
following provides an explana¬ 
tion of Bill C-4, specifically, those 
aspects which will ensure that 
the CWB will be more democratic 
and accountable to western Ca¬ 
nadian producers. 

The proposed legislation is the 
result of thorough consultation, 
going back to 1995 and the work 
of the Western Grain Marketing 
Panel, numerous public meet¬ 
ings, thousands of letters, faxes 
and phone calls from farmers, 
the work last year of the House 
of Commons Standing Commit¬ 
tee and further consultation by 
my office up to the moment the 
Bill was tabled. 

When the legislation is passed, 
for the first time in its history, 
the CWB will be run by a Board 
of Directors. There will be 15 
directors in total, and farmers 
will take control over their mar¬ 
keting agency by directly elect¬ 
ing 10 of those directors-a two- 
third majority. Those elected di¬ 
rectors will reflect the views of 
farmers in CWB decision mak¬ 
ing. 

As in any modern-day corpo¬ 
ration, all the powers of the CWB 
will be placed in the hands of its 
directors. They will select one of 
their own to be Chairperson. 
They will determine the salaries 
of the directors, the Chair and 
the President. They will oversee 
the CWB's management and con¬ 
trol its strategic direction. If the 
directors are not satisfied with 


any aspect of CWB operations, 
they will be able to make the 
necessary changes, including the 
introduction of flexible new mar¬ 
keting tools such as cash trad¬ 
ing, expedited adjustment pay¬ 
ments and early pool cash-outs. 

Also, all of the directors will 
be entitled to complete disclosure 
of all CWB facts and figures, 
including (but not limited to) 
fully audited financial state¬ 
ments. They will be able to ex¬ 
amine the prices at which grain 
is sold, the price premiums 
achieved, all operating cost and 
whether the CWB is running 
efficiently. With their full knowl¬ 
edge of the CWB and its global 
competition, the directors 
would be in a position to assess 
what informations should be 
made public and what, for com¬ 
mercial reasons, should remain 
confidential. 

The new law will empower 
farmers with full democratic 
control over what the CWB does 
and does not market. Depend¬ 
ing on what producers want, 
the new law could be used to 
implement virtually any of the 
marketing innovations which 
farm groups have been debating 
so vigorously over the past sev¬ 
eral years. 

The new law will contain an 
"exclusion clause" to allow any 
kind, type, class or grade of 
wheat or barley to be removed, 
in whole or in part, from the 
CWB's jurisdiction. As a matter 
of fairness and balance, there is 
also an "inclusion clause." The 
inclusion clause will be avail¬ 
able only for crops which cur¬ 
rently come within the defini¬ 
tion of "grain” in the existing 
CWB Act, namely oats, flax, rye 


and canola. 

The existence of an inclusion 
clause does not, by itself, change 
the CWB's mandate. It merely 
sets out a clear procedure for 
doing so-if, and only if, produc¬ 
ers themselves believe such a 
change is in their best interests. 
Neither the government nor the 
CWB could trigger any inclu¬ 
sion. Only the producers of the 
grain in question could do so-in 
the form of a written request 
from a legitimate organization 
whose membership consists 
solely of the producers of that 
grain. The deciding factor in 
relation to both clauses will be 
the majority preference of the 
actual producers of the grain in 
question, as expressed through 
a democratic vote of those pro¬ 
ducers. 

The legislation also allows 
for the establishment of a con¬ 
tingency fund to give the Board 
of Directors the flexibility to 
adjust initial payments quickly 
(without waiting for government 
approval), to offer cash trading 
and to provide an early pool 
cash-out option. It will be up to 
the Board of Directors to decide 
if, when and how the contin¬ 
gency fund is used. 

Western grain farmers have 
said they want a Canadian 
Wheat Board which is modern¬ 
ized, responsive, accountable 
and most important, democratic, 
allowing farmers to shape CWB 
to their needs. That is what 
they will gain with the passage 
of Bill C-4. This Bill is impor¬ 
tant to Prairie farmers and the 
Government of Canada is eager 
to put Canadian Wheat Board 
decision-making powers into the 
hands of those farmers. 


Reform has a plan to",secure your future"

I say that a reduction in the 
national debt and the lowering of 
taxes in next month's budget are 
needed in order for all Canadians 
to have a brighter economic fu¬ 
ture. 

In order to turn our economic 
situation around, the Liberals 
have to acknowledge that the 
debt is now $583 billion or 
$77,700 per family. Ottawa now 
spends more on interest payments 
than health care, education and 
old age security combined. In 
1996, the average Canadian fam¬ 
ily paid $6000 in taxes just to pay 
the interest on our national debt. 

The Reform Party is calling 
on the Liberals to spend 50% of 
the future budget surplus on the 
$583 billion federal debt in order 
to cut it in half by the year 2016. 
Sticking to such a debt target 
would reduce the debt share of an 
average family of four from 
$77,700 to $36,900. 


The remaining 50% of the 
budget surplus should go toward 
lowering taxes. The average Ca¬ 
nadian family today pays just 
under half of their income to the 
tax man. Reform’s plan would 
significantly reduce the tax bur¬ 
den on the poor and save the 
average family of four $2000 a 
year.

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Canadian economy roars Into 1998

Nothing builds confidence 
and optimism in people better 
than the knowledge that do- 
ingthe right things works. The 
recent news on the economy is 
proof. As 1998 begins, it is 
clear that our approach con¬ 
tinues to pay off for Canadi¬ 
ans where it counts most-in 
jobs and optimism. 

Statistics Canada got the 
New Year off with a bang, re¬ 
porting that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate fell in December by 
0.4% to 8.6%. This is the low¬ 
est level in more than seven 
years. A robust 63,000 new 
jobs were created in Decem- 
ber-bringing the total number 
of new jobs created in all of 
1997 to 363,000. This is almost twice the number of jobs created in 
1996, and it continues the strong trend in job growth that has seen 
unemployment fall almost three full percentage points since we were 
first elected in 1993. 

This is much more than a statistic. It means more Canadians have 
the dignity of work, can put food on the table, and can build a secure 
future for their families. It also spurs the new optimism that has 
grown across the country in recent years as, together, Canadians 
have met the historic challenge of restoring the economy. 

Our government’s Job Strategy has focused on getting the eco¬ 
nomic fundamentals right: eliminating the crushing $42 billion 
deficit we inherited, making possible historically low inflation and 
interest rates. And we have made investments in key areas where 
government can make a difference: youth employment, trade and 
technology. 

Thanks to our tremendous success in getting our fiscal house in 
order, we have also started to cut taxes. For example, just this past 
November, we reduced the employment insurance premiums of 
Canadians by $1.4 billion for 1998.

CSC jeapordizing safety of Canadians

I was outraged to learn that 
Correctional Services Canada 
(CSC) permitted a 35 year old 
career criminal to be back on 
the streets where he raped a 
woman at knifepoint. 

James Armbruster attacked 
teh 37 year old clerk in 
Abbotsford on Jan. 20, just six 
days after his statutory re¬ 
lease from prison. 

Armbruster's history 
speaks for itself. Why on earth 
would CSC allow someone with 
65 criminal convictions in the 
past 17 years back into the 
general population. He had a 
proven record of re-offending 
and violating the condition of 
his release twice in the past. 
He obviously should have been 
kept behind bars for his full 
sentence and deemed a dan¬ 
gerous offender. 

This is not an isolated case. 
CSC has clearly been allowing 
people back onto the streets 
without considering if they are 


going to commit serious harm 
to others. I think it's time for 
them to revamp the risk as¬ 
sessment system, since under 
the current system they obvi¬ 
ously aren't able to identify 
those who are likely to re¬ 
offend or are a high risk of¬ 
fender. 

The Solicitor General has 
been talking this week about 
the success of our parole sys¬ 
tem. Armbrusters offenses 
completely negate the Solici¬ 
tor General’s assurance that a 
majority of offenders success¬ 
ful complete parole. 

The Liberals say the cost of 
monitoring those on parole or 
statuatory release is just over 
$9000 and that this is a lot less 
than the $66,000 spent each 
year to imprison someone. It 
may be a lot cheaper to parole 
someone, but the safety of Ca¬ 
nadians should be priceless 
and paramount.

Cheap land available soon 


Dear Editor, 

Last week I read with inter¬ 
est and astonishment about an 
appeal and subsequent approval 
of a 1000 animal hog operation 
in the Garrington area. I find it 
unbelievable that the Develop¬ 
ment Board denied approval 
originally, and then the Appeal 
Board subsequently approved 
it. Do you not think that the 
Development Board has justi¬ 
fied reasons for denying ap¬ 
proval in the first place? 

From what I am able to 
gather by asking questions and 
doing some research, there were 
a number of highly qualified 
people, that stated that the pro¬ 
posal was not a good idea in 
that particular area. One was a 
professor of Biology from the 
University of Lethbridge. An¬ 
other was an Engineering Con¬ 
sultant who consults for the 
Alberta Hog Producers Asso¬ 
ciation, and he advised against 
this proposal as well. Even the 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life stated it was a bad idea. 

This development is to be 
situated in a sensitive water 
resource location, close to a 
slow moving river, in proximity 
to many shallow water wells 
(all used for drinking purposes), 
and is immediately above the 
Glennifer Reservoir. 

Not only is it a threat to the 
local residents drinking water, 


it is a threat to the Red Deer 
River water treatment system, 
which supplies water to Innisfail, 
Bowden, Olds, Didsbury, Car- 
stairs and Crossfield. Red Deer 
gets its water from the same 
river system as does 
Drumheller. 

Furthermore it is obvious 
that the members of the appeal 
board have not lived near a hog 
operation. Do you realize that 
you are effectively destroying 
the value of forty or more resi¬ 
dential properties, and their en¬ 
joyment of life, as they are just 
across the road from this pro¬ 
posed site. There even had to be 
a relaxation of required distance 
from habitation buildings for 
this proposal. 

I cannot believe that virtu¬ 
ally all the reports gathered and 
submitted, all the negative re¬ 
sponses of the local residents, 
the wisdom gathered from pre¬ 
vious developments, and the will 
of the majority, were all ignored. 
How can this be? I really have to 
wonder what degree of intelli¬ 
gence went into this decision. 

If Mr. Kanis is allowed to 
build his hog operation at this 
location, then he should also be 
forced to post bond to offset 
expenses if, as, and when this 
operation causes a problem with 
ground seepage water pollution. 
He should also be prepared to 
reimburse the local residents 


for property values that just 
plummeted with the approval 
announcement. All the locals 
are being forced. No freedom of 
choice for them. I ask each of 
the board members these ques¬ 
tions: 

What would you pay for one 
of those local residences so you 
could live in it? Top dollar? Or 
less? Would you buy a property 
adjacent to a hog farm? If you 
would, then you better get out 
to Garrington Acres. I'm sure 
the whole shebang is for 
sale...cheap. 

Any way that you look at this 
proposal, it stinks, and if you 
allow this development, then 
perhaps you should enter an 
undertaking to buy the adja¬ 
cent residential properties. When 
the majority does not rule 
anymore, what is it called? I'm 
appalled that this can happen in 
Alberta. 

I suggest that any of you that 
think likewise, take the time to 
write a note to the Development 
Appeal Board, your MLA, the 
Minister of Health (Halvar 
Jonson), the Minister for Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection (Ty Lund) 
and to Premier Ralph Klien. 
This sort of thing could happen 
next door to you too.

I read the opinions of our MP

Editor's note: This letter is in response to comments received by 
Kowalsky after writing the letter above entitled, "Question's For 
Myron Thompson." 


Dear Editor, 

I have been questioned and criticized after my last letter to the 
editor for only putting forth a question to Mr. Thompson about the 
jail sentencing issue, without giving what answer I thought would 
be appropriate. It was intentional to not give 'the answer’ because 
that would have prevented readers from doing their own thinking 
about the question. However, lest I be thought of as some kind of soft- 
in-the-hand chap who is only capable of whining, unable to generate 
any progression of thought on an issue, here are some of my 
thoughts on the jailing issue. 

1. Jails are necessary. 

2. Jails shouldn't be places where inmates are assured of the finest 
gym facilities, color televisions and similar amenities. 

3. Jails should be more than just keeping the problem out of sight 
(and therefore out of mind) for a while. 

4. Jails should be more than just a form of punishment and 
deterrence, but should also (primarily) be a place of helping offenders 
becoming non-re-offenders, by education, counseling, and helping 
them make restitution (should that possibly exist). 

5. Jails should not be places where offenders come out worse than 
they go in (which is frequently the case now). 

6. Alternatives to jails must be considered as a means of punishing 
and rehabilitating offenders. If all that one has is a hammer, then 
everything will be a nail - it makes no sense to punish a wife beater 
the same way as a physician who is guilty of euthanizing a patient 
or a drunk driver or a cocaine dealer. 

There is much to be said and studied and done about the problems 
which Mr. Thompson sees in the justice system. My concern, to 
repeat, has to do with the narrow thought that longer sentences are 
the answer to the problem. Mr. Thompson is not the only one who 
sees some problems. There is already work being done on improving 
the justice system, and those who express concern about deficiencies 
would do well to involve themselves in trying to understand the 
issues from more than one angle. 

A lot of my frustration in this regard has to do with the lack of 
reasoned thought which is so apparent in most of these discussions. 
The gun control issue is a classic example. For the government to 
have my neighbor register his collection of antique pistols which are 
incapable of firing any shots is simply stupid.

Concerned about the Wheat Board 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing about the CWB 
and the returns we have been 
receiving by delivering our 
wheat and malt barley to the 
Board. 

For the past four or five 
years I have been checking 
prices across the line in places 
like Bottineau and Mirst, North 
Dakota. I am losing at least a 
dollar or more per bushel. 

I delivered a load of #1 HRS 
Wheat to my local pool elevator 
and received $2.20 net off the 
combine this fall. The same day 
I could have received $5.00 Ca¬ 
nadian for the same wheat in 
Bottineau, ND, a difference of 
$2.80 per bushel. The money in 
my pocket the same day. 

When the quarterback isn't 
doing his job, you get rid of the 
quarterback. You can use the 
same scenario with the Wheat 
Board. It just isn't doing its job. 

Take a look at oats. When 
oat was under the Wheat Board, 
no one grew oats and there was 
no market, or so the Wheat 
Board said. So they let it go on 
to the open market. Since then, 
the number of acres has ex¬ 
panded and so has the price 
along with several spin-off ben¬ 
efits. 


We hear all the time about the 
loss of young farmers from the 
land. I've got two young sons and 
the biggest deterent to the young 
farmers is the CWB. 

In 1943, when the Wheat Board 
took over full control of our 
grains, there were 3,700 people 
in the RM of Panasa Lake, today 
there are 800 people. 

Year after year the Wheat 
Board takes the cream, leaving a 
very small margin for profit so 
the young farmers that don't have 
a lot of luck or have an extremely 
strong start from their parents, 
they just can't make it. So off to 
Alberta or BC they go to work in 
the oilfields or lumber camps. 

If the Wheat Board is doing 
such a good job open their books, 
don’t be afraid of competition and 
give farmers their choice. 

Each year it is off board grains 
that keeps the average farm in 
the black-ask yourself why. 

Just take the number of bush¬ 
els of wheat and malt barley that 
are grown in Western Canada 
and just think of adding $1.00 
per bushel or more to the price 
we receive each year and you will 
realize it isn't millions of dollars 
we are losing, but billions. 

Each year we pay large 


amounts of denurrage charges 
that comes straight out of the 
farmers pockets. The Canadian 
government, not the farmer, 
should be paying the denurrage 
charges. As the farmer has no 
control over the grain once it 
leaves his farm, therefore he 
shouldn't be held responsible. 

Some farmers are also wor¬ 
ried about losing the cash ad¬ 
vance. Just think if you were 
getting $2-3 a bushel more on 
delivery to your elevator, you 
wouldn't need a cash advance 
to pay your biller. 

Check the prices on non¬ 
board grains such as canola 
and oats in Canada and then 
check them in North Dakota 
and do the money exchange and 
you will find they are very close 
to the same. So why is there so 
much difference on the Board 
grains? The cheap food policy of 
the Canadian government has 
been absolutely devastating to 
the prairie provinces. 

Come on all you farmers 
that still have your head in the 
sand, give it a shake, get the 
sand out of your eyes and wake 
up. It's time for change and the 
sooner the better.

Time sure flies when you're 
having fun. Or does it float by? 
Either way, five years have passed 
since the Didsbury Aquatic Cen¬ 
tre (DAC) opened its doors for 
business. 

In June of 1992 the green light 
was given to begin construction 
on a new pool. Town property 
owners voted to allow the town to 
borrow $1,078 million to pay for 
a new pool in a public plebiscite. 
The results of the plebiscite were 
60.2% in favour of the loan and 
39.8% against. 

DAC was to replace the exist¬ 
ing pool in Didsbury, which was 
at least 20 years old and falling 
apart. 

Construction on the pool be¬ 
gan in late July of 1992. The job 
was contracted to Penn-Co, a pool 
construction general contractor 
out of Calgary. The total price of 
the construction contract for the 
pool alone was $1,310,752. 

The total price of the pool, in¬ 
cluding landscaping, decorating 
and fire system improvements 
was $1,536,363. 

Many people contributed to 
the construction of the new pool, 
including the Build Our Pool 
(BOP) group. BOP had raised 
over $103,000 by February of 
1993, by fund-raising events such 
as elevator movie nights. These 
funds were to be put towards the 
purchase of a whirlpool, 
steambath and waterslide. 

Upon it's completion in Feb¬ 
ruary 1993, the figures gathered 
by the town office showed that 
the pool costfe came in under 
budget and showed a surplus of 


$44,923, between costs and rev¬ 
enues for the pool and services to 
the Memorial Complex. 

DAC officially opened in Feb¬ 
ruary 1993 and Nicole Plewis was 
the lucky young lady who won 
the first swim in the new pool. 

After Plewis took her turn, 
over 600 people jumped in to join 
her on the free swim day. 

Celebrations were held over 
the weekend, with celebrities like 
Michelle Cameron, Olympic Gold 
Medallist in swimming attend¬ 
ing. Cameron was awarded her 
first swimming badge in the old 
Didsbury pool. 

Murals, painted by local artist 
Ruth Jepson, that decorated the 
walls were unveiled to the public 
as well. 

After giving Didsburians four 
years to enjoy their new pool, 
DAC gave them something else 
to look forward to, a waterslide. 

The Ultra Flume Twister 320' 
was opened to the public on Feb. 
15-16,1996. After a problem with 
the pump was solved, Alex Taylor 
was the first to slip down the 
slide. 

BFI Waste Management had 
donated $15,000 to the construc¬ 
tion of the slide. Steps up the 
slide tower were sold to raise 
funds as well. 

Now, in 1998, DAC continues 
to work hard for their patrons. 
Many different classes and pro¬ 
grams are put on by the pool weekly. 

On Feb. 14-16, the Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre will be hosting a 
celebratory weekend for the five 
year anniversary of the pool and 
the one year anniversary of the 
waterslide.

Lifeguards...not just an oc¬ 
cupation television dramas are 
based on. 

It's not an easy road to be- 
cominga lifeguard or swimming 
instructor, but the rewards are 
very fulfilling. 

Most lifeguards begin their 
love of the water at a very young 
age, hanging out at their local 
pool, taking various levels of 
swimming. Once a young swim¬ 
mer has reached 13 years of age, 
they are eligible to obtain their 
Bronze Medallion award. This 
level requires a variety of res¬ 
cue, first aid, fitness and swim¬ 
ming skills. Then when a candi¬ 
date is 14, they can move on to 
the Bronze Cross award. At this 
level it becomes a lot more of a 
challenge to meet the rigid fit¬ 


ness, first aid, CPR, knowledge 
and swimming requirements. 

WTien a participant makes it 
beyond this level, at 16, they are 
eligible to challenge the National 
Lifeguard Service Award. It is 
here where an individual's 
lifeguarding and rescue skills are 
really put to the test, as well as 
the intense fitness, first aid and 
knowledge required to become a 
full-fledged certified lifeguard. 
From this point, a successful in¬ 
dividual can choose to branch off 
into several areas of aquatics. 

A swimming instructor, for ex¬ 
ample, is one area most lifeguards 
choose to obtain certification in. 
There are several directions of 
instruction that one can choose; 
Red Cross Instructor, Royal 
Lifesaving Society Instructor, 
First Aid Instructor, NLS In¬ 


structor, CPR Instructor, as well 
as Instructor Training. 

Other areas of aquatics that 
some choose to specialize in in¬ 
clude; Aquatic Fitness 
(Aquacize and Deep Water 
Workout or 50+ Fitness), syn¬ 
chronized swimming coach, com¬ 
petitive coach and the list goes 
on. 

Aquatics is a great field to 
make a career of and the market 
demand is always high. It's also 
great to have the training and 
qualifications to fall back on. 

All the staff at DAC agree that 
aquatics is a fun and exciting 
field to pursue. They encourage 
anyone curious about checking 
out this occupation to come 
down to the Aquatic Centre and 
talk to them. They're always ea¬ 
ger to share their knowledge.

The recent reinvestment in Public 
Education is a positive sign that the 
government has recognized the impact of 
cuts on Alberta children, teachers, 
businesses, parents...in fact, all Albertans.

A second wind: 
asthmatics and exercise 


After a hard workout or a 
long run, many people find it 
hard to “catch their breath.” 
This is particularly true for 
people who suffer from 
asthma. Most asthmatics be¬ 
gin to wheeze, cough or expe¬ 
rience shortness of breath dur¬ 
ing or a few minutes after ex¬ 
ercise or exertion. 

The symptoms are usually 
mild and only last for 20 to 30 
minutes. This is called exer¬ 
cise-induced asthma. 

What causes exercise in¬ 
duced asthma? 

Current research suggests 
that exercise-induced asthma 
is due to airway cooling and 
drying, because of the increase 
in breathing during exercise. 
This results in the release of 
chemicals from airways cells, 
causing the muscles which cir¬ 
cle around the airway to 
tighten, thus narrowing and 
obstructing the flow of air. 

Some exercise-induced 
asthma also appears to result 
from breathing cold, dry air 
which dries out and irritates 
the inner lining of the air¬ 
ways, causing a decrease in 
lung function. It is often asso¬ 
ciated with running in cold 
weather. 

Typically, symptoms of ex¬ 
ercise-induced asthma include 
difficult breathing, wheezing, 
coughing, gagging and tight¬ 
ness in the chest which comes 
on after some minutes of vig¬ 
orous exercise. Some asthmat¬ 
ics develop wheezing only af¬ 
ter stopping exercise, and in 
others wheezing may worsen 
for a period after activity 
ceases. 

Can asthmatics still ex¬ 
ercise? 

Several past Olympic ath¬ 
letes have asthma - so it is no 
excuse to stop exercising! Ex¬ 
ercise is good for most 
people, with or without 


asthma. It strengthens the 
heart and body muscles, re¬ 
lieves stress and improves a 
sense of well-being. A benefit 
of regular exercise for asth¬ 
matics is that it allows them 
to make a daily assessment of 
their lung capacity. 

When their condition is un¬ 
der control, people with 
asthma are able to participate 
in most sports. Activities such 
as swimming, gymnastics and 
fitness programs are good ex¬ 
ercises for asthmatic adults 
and children because they al¬ 
low them to participate at their 
own levels. 

People with asthma may 
need to take rest breaks while 
they exercise. It is also very 
important for asthmatics to 
use medication before exercise 
to prevent asthma symptoms 
or an attack. 

What treatment options 
are available for asthmat¬ 
ics? 

Medication plays an impor¬ 
tant role in treating and man¬ 
aging asthma. Up to now, there 
have been two main types of 
asthma treatment 
bronchodilators and anti¬ 
inflammatories. 

Bronchodilators, also 
known as relievers, help re¬ 
lieve asthma attacks once they 
have started. Anti¬ 
inflammatories, known as 
preventers, are taken regu¬ 
larly to keep the bronchial 
tubes open and help prevent 
asthma attacks from starting. 

A new class of asthma medi¬ 
cation, called leukotriene 
receptor antagonists, is under 
development and is the first 
asthma treatment advance in 
more than a decade. The treat¬ 
ment has been extremely well 
tolerated in clinical trials and 
is an effective addition to to¬ 
day’s standard therapies. 

The purpose of asthma medi¬ 


cines is to help people control 
their asthma, making them feel 
better and allowing them to do 
what they want to do - includ¬ 
ing exer- cise - without asthma 
gets tiny in the way. With ap¬ 
propriate treatment, asthmat¬ 
ics can exercise and partici¬ 
pate in the sports they enjoy.

Campaign is a pro¬ 
gram that is being put on by Health Authority 5-Didsbury 
Public Health Nursing. It gives new mothers the option of 
renting an infant car seat, instead of buying one. 

The program, started last spring, rents the car seats for 
nine months, or until the child is 20 lbs. 

A deposit of $50 is taken at the time of rental, and $30 is 
refunded at the time of return, given that the car seat is still 
in good condition. 

Tara Briggs, the Public Health Nurse in Didsbury, says 
that the campaign is a much more economical way of keeping 
your child safe. 

“It’s for anyone that doesn’t want to buy a seat. Some 
people only plan on having one child, so there’s not much point 
in buying one,” Briggs said. 

She says that the program is picking up a lot more, and 
hopes that they will soon be able to buy a toddler car seat as 
well. 

“We don’t make a lot of money with the program, it’s more 
for the safety of children,” Briggs said.

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Personal Directives Act becomes law in Alberta 


Through a personal direc¬ 
tive, Albertans now have the 
opportunity to leave instruc¬ 
tions should they ever lose 
their decision-making abilities 
because of illness or injury. 

The Personal Directives Act 
came into effect on December 
1, 1997. It allows Albertans to 
create a legal 
document, 
known as a 
“personal direc¬ 
tive,” in which 
they can specify 
their wishes. 
Instructions 
can cover spe¬ 
cific situations 
or they can in¬ 
volve appoint¬ 
ing someone to 
act on one’s behalf. Matters 
that can be covered by a per¬ 
sonal directive include: 

• Medical treatments 

• Living arrangements 
(where and with whom) 

• Choices about personal 
activities (recreation, educa¬ 
tion, employment, etc.) 

• Legal matters 

Other non-financial mat¬ 
ters 

A personal directive cannot 
include any illegal practices. 


Making a personal directive is 
entirely voluntary. For those 
who choose to write one, the 
services of an attorney can be 
helpful, but it is not neces¬ 
sary. A personal directive 
must be signed, dated, and wit¬ 
nessed in order to qualify as a 
legal document. 

More infor¬ 
mation on per¬ 
sonal direc¬ 
tives, including 
a self-help kit, 
is available 
from local li¬ 
braries, Re¬ 
gional Health 
Authorities, 
the Alberta 
Government 
website, local 
Offices of the Public Guard¬ 
ian, and other local sites. A 
phone line (427-7945) is also 
set-up (toll-free access outside 
Edmonton is available by first 
dialing 310-0000) for public 
inquiries. 

Duringextensive public con¬ 
sultations, many Albertans 
said they wanted a law that 
allows them to make their own 
decisions in advance, in case 
they become incapacitated. 

By making a personal di¬ 


rective, Albertans can leave 
specific instructions about 
such matters as health care 
treatments or accommodation 
and they can appoint someone 
(an “agent”) to make decisions 
on their behalf. This legisla¬ 
tion allows these kinds of im¬ 
portant decisions to remain 
personal in nature, in consul¬ 
tation with families, friends 
and trusted advisors. 

Most other jurisdictions in 
Canada and the United States 
have similar legislation. Seven 
provinces in Canada have per¬ 
sonal directives legislation and 
the other three (including Al¬ 
berta) are in the process of cre¬ 
ating personal directives legis¬ 
lation. 

A legal will covers matters 
after the point of death. A 
personal directive covers mat¬ 
ters for a person who is still 
alive but has experienced an 
incapacitating illness or injury. 

What safeguards are there 
to ensure personal directives 
are voluntary? It is extremely 
important that service provid¬ 
ers and other Albertans un¬ 
derstand that personal direc¬ 
tives must be created volun¬ 
tarily. Under the legislation, 
fines of up to $10,000 can be 


issued for requiring a person 
to make a personal directive 
in order to remain in an ac¬ 
commodation. 

Over the past year, we have 
been conducting training ses¬ 
sions for service providers. As 
well, educational materials are 
available to help service pro¬ 
viders who must implement 
the law, and members of the 
public who want to write a 


personal directive. The Office 
of the Public Guardian is avail¬ 
able to provide training if re¬ 
quested. 

The Act does not require 
that you register your per¬ 
sonal directive. However, 
there are sample wallet cards 
in the educational booklets to 
guide service providers to 
where the personal directive 
is kept or who to contact.

Team Canada trip a success 


Changes to 
corporate registration

When starting up a new busi¬ 
ness, or just keeping your exist¬ 
ing business running, you may 
need to register corporate docu¬ 
ments like annual returns, the 
change of you corporate address, 
your trade name, or your part¬ 
nership name. 

As of Jan. 26, private sector 
service providers began to di¬ 
rectly handle these kinds of cor¬ 
porate registrations instead of 
the provincial government. By 
Feb. 9, all of your business' 
corporate registration services 
will be done through authorized 
service providers. 

An authorized service pro¬ 
vider is a Registry Agent, law 
firm, search house, or paralegal 
firm with an accredited person 
on staff. An accredited person is 
someone who has passed an ex¬ 
amination prepared by Alberta 
Municipal Affairs, Registries. 
Courses are available to help 
people train for these examina¬ 
tions. 

So far, over 600 people across 
Alberta have registered in the 
training and accredition pro¬ 
gram. This means businesses in 
Alberta will have more conven¬ 
ient access to corporate regis¬ 
tration services. Businesses will 
no longer be required to deliver 
documents to government of¬ 
fices and then wait several weeks 
for approvals to be mailed back. 

For example, if you want to 
incorporate a new business, you 


have two options for registra¬ 
tion. 

You can consult with a pro¬ 
fessional, such as a lawyer, and 
have that person capture the 
necessary corporate registration 
information electronically. They 
will then send the information, 
electronically, to the provincial 
government for verification. 
Law firms offering Corporate 
Registry services will either be 
an authorized service provider 
or be working with an author¬ 
ized service provider. 

Or, if you have the expertise 
to prepare the necessary corpo¬ 
rate registration information on 
your own, you can now take it 
to an authorized service pro¬ 
vider, which could be the same 
registry agent who renews your 
vehicle registration. The serv¬ 
ice provider will then capture 
the information electronically 
in their office and transmit it to 
the government. 

In both cases, approval will 
most likely be instantaneous 
and a certificate of incorpora¬ 
tion may be issued at their loca¬ 
tion immediately. This is a con¬ 
siderable improvement over the 
old system that used to take 
three weeks or more. 

A list of authorized service 
providers can be found by check¬ 
ing the Yellow Pages directory 
under Registry Agents or by 
accessing the Alberta Munici¬ 
pal Affairs' home page at 
www.gov.ab.ca/~ma/reg/ 
index.htm.

for Olds College reps 


It was an exhausting 16-day 
trip, but Rob Turner, President 
of Olds College, says his partici¬ 
pation in the Team Canada trade 
mission to Latin America will 
pay big benefits to the College. 

Turner signed letters of in¬ 
tent with the government of 
Mexico and a college in Chile to 
formalize and expand programs 
that Olds College already has in 
those two countries, but feels 
new contacts made on the trip 
will also be valuable. 

"On a trip like this you plant 
a lot of seeds and it will take 
some time for them to grow," 
says Turner. 

"I met politicians, Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officers, foreign digni¬ 
taries and trade officials that I 
could never have met otherwise. 
Now they all know about Olds 
College and these contacts will 
expand our already substantial 
international presence in Latin 


America. There are many op¬ 
portunities for Olds to attract 
and train foreign students and 
provide agricultural educational 
assistance," he said. 

"Especially useful on a trip 
like this is the chance to meet 
and get to know executives of 
Canadian companies and tell 
them about Olds College," 
Turner said. 

"This should result in new 
partnerships for the College to 
help us maintain our position 
as the leading-edge, applied ag¬ 
ricultural and horticultural in¬ 
stitution in Canada." 

While Turner spent most of 
the trip on official duties pro¬ 
moting in the College, he did get 
one half day off in Buenos Aires, 
Brazil. With fellow trade mis¬ 
sion member Jim Richardson, 
of Pioneer Grain in Winnipeg, 
he tracked down the grave of 
Eva Peron, better known as 


Evita, subject of the popular 
musical and movie. 

In Mexico City, Turner 
signed a letter of intent with 
Ernesto Guajardo Maldonado, 
Director General for Agricul¬ 
tural Technological Education 
with the Mexican Secretariat 
for Public Education. This will 
lead to increases in staff and 
student exchanges with Mexi¬ 
can agricultural colleges. Last 
fall 35 Mexican educators spent 
two weeks at the College study¬ 
ing extension course delivery 
methods. 

In Santiago, Chile, Turner 
signed a protocol with the Paine 
Agriculture Management Tech¬ 
nology College. This will in¬ 
crease the number of students 
coming to Olds from Chile. Chil¬ 
ean students have been attend¬ 
ing Olds College for the last 
three years and there are 14 
students here this year.

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Area farmers show off in "Steer-a-Year" Trial 


Blonde d'Aquitaine crossbred 
steers are leading the way for 
weight gains among 14 beef 
breeds. That strong statement 
is backed-up by solid data from 
the 1997-98 Olds College "Steer- 
A-Year" trial. 

The annual trial, conducted 
by the college's Animal Science 
department, runs from October 
to April. The test compares five 
steers from differing during the 
140-day time frame (five 28-day 
weigh periods). 

Olds data showed the Blonde 
d'Aquitaine steers leading in the 
Average Daily Gain (ADG) cat¬ 
egory, averaging 3.83 lbs/day 
per head for the first weigh pe¬ 
riod. At the second weighing 


date, Jan. 7, the five steers were 
gaining at 3.80 lbs/day, which 
played them first again (tied 
with another breed). The Blonde 
steers weighed an average of 
747 lbs each when the test be¬ 
gan on Nov. 5, 1997. At the first 
28-day weigh period, the steers 
had gained 119 lbs on average 
each. After the second 28-day 
weigh, they had gained 129 lbs 
each to reach 995 lbs each on 
average. 

Ultrasound results showed 
the Blonde steers to have some 
of the highest marbling scores 
and they led the way with the 
highest average lean meat yield 
at 62.1%. 

The Blonde crossbred steers 


All the breeds are housed to¬ 
gether, but in separate breed 
pens. 

The steers are purchased by 
the college through breed asso¬ 
ciation representatives, ex¬ 
plained Sandi Jones, a beef in¬ 
structor at Olds. 

When the steers are finished 
(as determined by the students 
using ultrasound measure¬ 
ments), the steers are sold to XL 
Foods Ltd. in Calgary, and sent 
to their packing plant.

A joint project between my¬ 
self, Ken Greer, and Battle 
River Research Group was set 
up to look at nutrient supply¬ 
ing power of canola stubble 
versus pea stubble under both 
conventional and zero tillage 
systems. These plots were then 
seeded to wheat. We used Plant 
Root Simulator (PRS) probes 
to measure the nutrient sup¬ 
plying power of the soils over 
three, two week periods. The 
first two consecutive two week 
periods started at seeding. The 
last two week period we meas¬ 
ured was while the heads were 
filling. The latter gave us an 
idea of the nutrient supplying 
power (especially nitrogen) at 
the crucial time for protein 
synthesis in the wheat ker¬ 
nels. 

Early in the growing sea¬ 
son, soils under canola stub¬ 
ble (both zero and conventional 
tillage combined) had 14% 
higher nitrate and 28% higher 
sulphate supplying power as 
compared to those under pea 
stubble. However, later in the 
season, soils under pea stub¬ 
ble (both zero and conventional 
tillage combined) supplied al¬ 
most twice as much nitrate as 
canola stubble. The pea stub¬ 
ble acted as a slow release 
nitrogen stubble and was avail¬ 
able during the critical filling 
stage of the wheat. This, how¬ 
ever didn't translate into 
higher proteins though farm¬ 
ers' experiences tend to show 
pea stubble normally increases 
wheat protein. One possible 
explanation for this is the ni¬ 
trate supply rate of canola 
stubble at the filling stage was 
still fairly high for that time of 
year. In any case, our results 

Agriculture 
eh, Ok says 
survey 

The results are in and 
they are encouraging. A de¬ 
tailed poll to determine the 
public's understanding of the 
agriculture and agri-food 
sector was recently com¬ 
pleted. The survey results 
are based on a national sam¬ 
ple of 2,215 interviews con¬ 
ducted with Canadians from 
each of the provinces and 
territories in proportion to 
population. About two- 
thirds of the respondents 
perceive Canada as a world 
leader in the production of 
nitritious, safe food prod¬ 
ucts. Results also show a 
majority of respondents 
agree the agriculture sector 
contributes to the quality of 
life and high standard of

show that nitrate supply at 
the filling stage of wheat is 
not the only contributing fac¬ 
tor towards grain protein. 

Differences in nutrient sup¬ 
plying power between tillage 
treatments only showed up 
during mid June, when zero 
tillage (both canola and pea 
stubble combined) had signifi¬ 


cantly higher nitrate and sul¬ 
phate supplying power than 
conventional tillage. A few 
years ago, most people thought 
that crop residues wouldn't 
decompose as quickly under 
zero tillage thus reducing the 
supply of plant available nu¬ 
trients in the system. The re¬ 
sults from our research show 


that this is not always true. 
When crop residue is incorpo¬ 
rated into the soil, significant 
immobilization of nutrients 
can occur because microorgan¬ 
isms and leaching releases 
much of the nutrients into the 
soil. This has been confirmed 
in other recent research too. 
Interestingly, there was a dif¬ 
ference between how the two 
crop stubbles reacted to till¬ 
age. Nitrate supplying power 
of canola stubble under zero 
tillage was significantly 
higher than under conven¬ 


tional tillage, reflecting 
greater nitrate immobilization 
by decomposing canola resi¬ 
due. Conversely, land under 
pea stubble was not affected 
by residue incorporation. Pea 
stubble under the two tillage 
systems showed no significant 
differences but trended to¬ 
wards slightly higher nitrate 
supplying power under con¬ 
ventional tillage as compared 
to zero tillage. Sulphate sup¬ 
plying power showed similar 
results in both canola and pea 
stubbles.

Jack Kalisvaart and his son 
Mike, who farm near Gibbons, 
Alberta, have reduced their 
fuel consumption, labor and 
tractor use by two-thirds. And 
yet, they are producing as much 
or more than before. 

The Kalisvaarts are part of a 
growing revolution in farming 
known as minimum till farm¬ 
ing, or direct seeding. 

“Twenty years ago, when the 
first farmers in this area started 
direct seeding, people thought 
they belonged in a mental insti¬ 
tution” says Jack. “But now, 90 
% of the farmers in our area are 
using minimum till.” 

Minimum till farming is ex¬ 
actly what its name implies. 
After an initial treatment with a 
post emergent herbicide, crops 
are seeded directly into the pre¬ 
vious year’s crop stubble. Bar¬ 
ring any pest problems, the field 
is then left until the crop is 
ready to harvest, significantly 
reducing the number of field 
operations. 

In fact, Jack and Mike refer 
to the few remaining conven¬ 
tional farmers in their area as 
“recreational tillers” because 
they spend so much time driv¬ 
ing over their fields. Study after 
study shows that minimum till 
farming offers improved yields, 
less work, and better protection 
against soil erosion. 

Minimum till is more advan¬ 
tageous in dry years than in wet 


years, but even in wet years an 
established minimum till field 
gives similar yields to conven¬ 
tional till. And test plots estab¬ 
lished by Alberta Agriculture 
have shown increased returns 
of over $35 per acre for directly 
seeded as opposed to conven¬ 
tionally planted canola. 

Dr. Lloyd Dosdall of the Al¬ 
berta Research Council studies 
the growth of canola under 
minimum till conditions. He 
found that some pests - root 
maggots for example - prefer 
the wetter soil conditions found 
in minimum till fields. How¬ 
ever, he notes that the increased 
yields of minimum till more than 
make up for any losses. 

As well, other pests, such as 
flea beetles, are significantly 
reduced under minimum till re¬ 
gimes. One concern that many 
farmers have is the increased 
use of herbicides in a minimum 
till situation. 

The Kalisvaarts have found 
this to be true when converting 
a conventional till field to mini¬ 
mum till, especially if the land 
has not been well taken care of. 

But this is balanced by what 
they claim is a decrease in the 
number of weeds, and wild oats 
in particular, under a well es¬ 
tablished minimum till field. 

“Because the seeds are not 
plowed into the soil each year, 
many of our fields are almost 
completely wild oat free.” 

Minimum till farming is not 


without its problems. Jack and 
Mike admit that there is a very 
steep learning curve the first 
year that a farmer tries mini¬ 
mum till farming. It requires a 
different set of management 
skills, and a willingness to ex¬ 
periment with new methods. 

In some areas little minimum 
till is used because of the high 
amounts of crop residues that 
are left in the fields after har¬ 
vest. 

Switching to a minimum till 
system also requires a high 
initial capital investment for di¬ 
rect seeding equipment. 

Still, Dave Driedger, who has 
been practicing minimum till 
farming for 10 years in North¬ 
ern Alberta, says one of the 
biggest obstacles to farmers 
switching over is that running 
a minimum till system seems 
too easy. 

Conventional belief says that 
improvements come only by 
working the land harder. It’s 
difficult to believe that being a 
good land steward and having 
consistently high yields can be 
achieved by actually spending 
less time in the field.

Alberta farms and farmland 

In 1996, there were 58,990 farms in Alberta. The 1996 
Census of Agriculture shows that this is up three per cent from 
57,245 in 1991. Total farmland increased as well by one per 
cent. Although there was an overall increase, Alberta's average 
farm size is 881 acres, down from 898 acres in 1991. Alberta 
accounted for 24.6% of Canada's gross farm receipts and 
average provincial farm revenue was up 26.3 % to $134,107. 
Expenses also increased by 23.4 % to $113,057. The average 
value of capital per farm in the province is $680,557. Compared 
to 1991, Alberta seeded acres were up 2.7 % but summer fallow 
area was down 18.9 %. Irrigated crop area rose to 1.28 miluon 
acres which is 63.8 % of all irrigated land in Canada. The no 
till area was 1.94 million acres, up 215.3 % from 1991.

Snowmobiling related injuries in Alberta 


With the growing popularity of 
snowmobiling comes the potential 
for an increase in snowmobile- 
related injuries and deaths. 
Weather conditions have an obvi¬ 
ous impact on snowmobile activity 
and the number of related ir\juries. 
Regardless of seasonal variations, 
there are several noteworthy con¬ 
stituencies in the pattern of 
snowmobiling deaths. From May 
1989 to December 1996, a total of 
25 people have been killed in 
snowmobile-related incidents in 
Alberta or near its borders. 

The majority of deaths (24) were 
males. 21 deaths occurred in the 
Northern region of the province; 4 
occurred in the Southern region. 
18 deaths (72%) involved individu¬ 


als 30 years of age or younger. The 
most common cause of death was 
due to collision with a stationary 
object such as a fence, tree or 
embankment (11 cases).

Beat midwinter blues

Now more 
than ever, it’s important to sched¬ 
ule daily activity, like a lunchtime 
walk or an afternoon exercise class. 

Short circuit “boredom nib¬ 
bling.” If you’re stuck inside with 
little to do, you may find yourself 


snacking when you’re not really 
hungry. Make sure you have 
plenty of diversions on hand: a pile 
of great books from the library or 
a new game to play with your kids. 

Get your daily dose of light. 
Light can be a natural picker- 
upper. So when skies remain dark 
for days on end, seek out other 
bright spots. Indoor pools, malls 
and gyms usually are brightly lit. 

And as a bonus, they’re great 
spots for mood-lifting activities: 
walking, water-aerobics or a pick¬ 
up game of basketball. 

Finally, remember that “win¬ 
ter doesn’t last forever-although 
right now it seems like it does,” 
Pixley said. 

“Keep your perspective. Stick 
to sensible eating ad exercise hab¬ 
its. Come spring, when you shed 
those winter clothes and slip into 
skimpier outfits, you’ll be glad you 
did.” 

If you’re serious about losing 
weight, it also helps to have sup¬ 
port from others in the same 
boat.

119 hospitalizations of Abertans 
in Aberta caused by injuries re¬ 
lated to snowmobiling. The major¬ 
ity of those hospitalized were males 
aged 15-34 (52%). 32% were those 
aged 25 to 34. Females accounted 
for 25% of hospitalizations. Chil¬ 
dren under 15 years of age were 
involved in 16 incidents (13%). 

In the 1996-97 snowmobile sea¬ 
son (May 1,1996 to April 30,1997) 
hospital emergency' departments 
in the Capital Regional Health 
Authority treated and released 107 
patients for injuries received while 
driving, riding, or being towed 
behind a snowmobile. 75% of those 
injured were males. 71% of injured 
males were between 18 and 44 
years of age. 23% of injured drivers 
were females, most between 18 and 
44 years of age. 86% (92) of those 
injured were drivers. The other 
14% were passengers (10) or were 
beingtowed behind the snowmobile 
on a toboggan, tube or sleigh (5). 

Research into the causes of 
snowmobiling-related injuries and 
deaths shows that alcohol, speed, 
driving at night, unsafe operation 
and operator inattention are com¬ 
mon contributing factors in 
snowmobiling injuries. Acohol 
intoxication is known to be a ma¬ 
jor factor in fatal snowmobile inju-

Coalition members walk out 
of Goodale meeting 


Members of the Coalition 
Against C-4 attended a meeting 
with Wheat Board Minister 
Ralph Goodale on Jan. 21 in 
Regina. They urged the minister 
to remove a clause from the pro¬ 
posed new Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) Act (Bill C-4) that 
would allow crops to be added to 
the Board monopoly. 

The coalition includes grow¬ 
ers and processors of crops such 
as canola, oats and flax that 
would be affected by the so-called 
inclusion clause. 

"We have asked the Minister 
to remove the unnecessary cloud 
of uncertainty hanging over 
non-Board crops and the huge 
processing sector they support," 
said coalition spokesperson Bill 
Farley, representing the Flax 
Growers of Western Canada. 

Not all commodity and busi¬ 
ness organizations in the coali¬ 
tion were originally invited to 
the meeting called by Goodale to 
discuss the rules for the election 
of farmers to the CWB Board of 
Directors. 

"Since this bill could have a 
major impact on our farming 
operations, we felt it was crucial 
to be represented," said Farley. 

"At our insistence, the Min¬ 
ister did allow us to attend. 
But when he refused to discuss 
problems with the legislation 
prior to the discussion on elec¬ 
tions, we walked." 

Coalition members believe 


the meeting was inappropriate 
.and premature, given that Bill 
IC-4 has yet to pass. Coalition 
members were never consulted 
on the legislation or the impli¬ 
cations of the inclusion clause, 
says Kevin Archibald of the 
Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association. 

"Obviously the Minister con¬ 
siders parliament and the views 
of a large percentage of the farm¬ 
ers to be inconsequential," 
Archibald said. 

"It’s another example of the 
Minister running roughshod 
over our interests in pursuit of 
his own." 

Marilyn Braun of the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Independent 
Businesses says the fate of the 
inclusion clause, which is op¬ 
posed by virtually every com¬ 
modity organization represent¬ 
ing non-Board crops, will pro¬ 
foundly affect the nature of CWB 
director elections. 

"If the clause stays, it will 
enshrine a perpetual political 
battle between pro-monopoly 
and anti-monopoly marketing 
forces for positions on the board 
of the CWB," Braun said. 

"We don't think that's a recipe 
for operating the Wheat Board 
in a business-like manner." 

And when Goodale suggested 
adjourning discussion on it, 
Coalition members left the 
meeting.
